jultly  be  confidered  as  belonging  to 
the  fcngliftt. 

PARIS,  January  16. 
The  fpeech  of  the  prefidept  Adams 
of  the  23d  of  November  in  the  Ame- 
rican congreftj  arrived  via  England 
occalioned  fnrprize  and  excited  great 
aniniofuy  licre.  Several  paH'ages  of 
thf  fpeech  are  itodioufly  marked  with 
infult  to  the  French  nation  and  the 
revolution*  and  were  certainty  not 
calculated  to  adjtifl  the  exilling  diife- 
rancei  between  the  two  republics. 
Mere  folly  defervestobe  pitied,  mad- 
riffs  and  virulence  require  a  more 
efFeclual  remedy  than  mere  compaf- 
fion. 


NEW-YORK,  May  7.

We  are  told  ihe  was 
purchafed  by  a  citizen  of  New-York, 
and  fent  out  with  a  cargo  of  prize 
wine.

felves  from  the  fcourge  of  war.  Alrea- 
dy doesithup.ll  of  arming  a  new  coa- 
lition in  the  North  againlt  the  law 
that  declares  Engiifh  mti thantdize  to 
be  contraband. 

Does  England  expeel  to  make  the 
world  foi  cet  that  it  is  herfell  provok- 
ed that  nieaftiie  :  that  it  it  i  ikes  folely 
at  her,  and  that  the  law  far  from  be- 
inf»  prejudicinl  to  the  neutral  powers, 
offers  tlieni  invaluable  f.rivaniages. 

it  is  England,  we  repeat,  that  has 
provoked  the  meafure.  EitmJy  at- 
tached  to  her  homicidal  plan  of  fain- 
idling  France,  Uie  (welled  the  lilt  of 
contraband  articles  in  inch  a  manner 
that  nothing  that,  is  nfcful  w  as  fuller, 
cd  to  enter  our  ports.  Not  fatisfied 
with  publicly  multiplying  prohibito- 
ry ac"ts,  ff,e  gave  private  inttruCtions 
to  eac'i  of  her  cruifeis,  and  thefe  in- 
li  ructions  declared  eveiy  article  of 
the  pioduce  of  our  colonies  to  be  good 
prize.  Therefore  the  iaw  againlt 
EngHfh  merchandizes  vas,  on  our 
part,  butajuft  repiiial,  it  merely  in- 
flie^ed  upon  her  the  punifhment  pro- 
nounced by  the  "  Lex  Tclionh!" 

It  isalfo  England  alone  that  receives 
the  blow,  for  the  law  prohibits  mere- 
ly the  produce  of  her' territory  and 
manufactures  a  prclcrer.ee  innnitely 
benefit  lal,  in  favor  of  t he  produce  of 
the  territories  and  manufs&ltr.ka  of  o- 
ther  powers;  finre  they  are  theieby 
invited  to  furnifh  us  <  -.  r.y  ait;clo 
which  the  Englifli  are  no  longer  fuf- 
fered  to  fapply  us  with,  and  that  in 
Confequence,  their  commerce  taking 
])<dieliicn  of  all  the  markets  fiom 
which  the  Englilh  are  Ihut  out,  will 
opento  them  new  (bin  ces  of  wealth 
and  profperity.
